| Famous Educator Resigns Pres-
idency After 28 Years—Was
Former Minister to Greece

HAD HONORARY DEGREES

Ithaca, N, Y., Feb., 14.—Dr, Jacob
Schurman, president of Clornell Univer-
sity for neurly twenty-eight years, ten-
dered his resigoation to the university's
reperal administration committee al a
meeting of that body today.

In a letter to the board of trusteek
Doctor Schurmap sald he always had
held the chief executive of u great in-
stitution should not retnin the post more
than twenty-five or thirty yosrs. e
added that tendering of his resignation,
an act delayed because of the war and
the past-war problems the university
feed, would =et him frep for other
duties he much desired to attend to,
He asked that his resignation become
cffective June 23, 1020,

Doctor Schurmnn was elected to the
nresidency of the university in 1802,
syccecding the late Charles Kendall
Adams, He Is descended from o Duoteh
fomily of coloninl New York and was
born at Freetown, Prince Edward
island on May 22, 1854.

Iu 1875 he won the Canadian Gil
ehrigt scholarship in connection with
the University of London and during
the next bGve yvears he studied abroad.

Returning to Canada in 1880 Doe- |
tor Behorman, during the next six
venrs, taught in Acudin College and
Dallionsie College, In 1886 the Bage
professorship of ethics afl philosophy
was  established at Corfi 1l and the
chair was offered to himi He held
this professorship until $s election to
the presidency.

President Schurman waly livad of the
fipst United States commMuion to the
Philippines and spent most "of the yenr
1809 in  those islunds. In 1012-145,
during the second Balkan war, he was
'uited Btates minister to Greece and
Montenegro, FHe §s the author of n
number of books,
